John Quigley, Deputy Commissioner of Elections, stated that they
are anticipating approximately $70,000 in additional annual
expenses for maintenance. John Quigley also explained that they
are doing everything to minimize the long-term impact by
maximizing what the grant money is being spent on.

Legislator Ronk noted that the Electronic Poll Book will
eventually become mandatory, and it is likely that funding will no
longer be offered for it.

Legislator Rodriguez echoed Legislator Ronk and added that this is
an investment to make it more accessible for residents to vote.
